Size. 


20,000-TON VESSEL. 


The size of the battleship of the 
future continues to excite interest 
in Naval and other circles, and at- 
tention has been directed to the 
prospect of limiting capital ships to 
20,000 tons, carrying guns of no 
greater calibre than 13 inches. 

I understand that the Admiralty 
has not made a decision to “that 

effect, and, of course, the abolition 
of the ship of the line has never 

been contemplated, though its ideal 
tonnage and armament are, and 
have for a long time been, a subject 


of earnest consideration by the 
Admiralty and in Naval circles 
generally.

Lifeboat Council Honours 
Dundee,

the Netherlands Shipowners' Asso-{ man of the Scottish Lifeboat 


Council, presented to Dundee a 
Velum in honour of the fact that 
Dundee has had a iifeboat -for 
over a hundred years, states the 
the Journel of Commerce on 
March 265. The vellum is signed by 
the Prince of Wales, as_presi- 
dent of the Royal National Life- 
boat Institution. Lifeboats were 
first stationed at Broughty Ferry 
and Budden Ness, on the Firth 
of Tay, in 1830, 

In 1861, both stations were 
taken over by the Institution, and 
the Budden Ness station was 
closed in 1894, Budden Ness has 
rescued 47 
Ferry 129. One gold; two silver, 
and one bronze medal have ‘been 
awarded for gallantry, 

The last medal, the bronze, 
was awarded in 1920 to the late 
coxswain at Broughty Ferry, Mr. 
Charles Gall, when the motor life- 
boat rescued six pilgts from the 
pilot-cutter . Day Dream, of 
Dundee, which had gone ushore 
at the mouth of Tay, in the mid- 
dle of the night, in a strong 
easterly gale, with a very heavy 
sea, It was not until the sixth 
attempt that the lifeboat was 
able to save all the men, and she 
herself was damaged.

Controversy .has been aroused in 
educational cirzles by the sugges- 
tion of Sir.Michaet Sadlev that 
some of the British Universitics are 
becoming. overcrowded. 

An excessive number of studenta,, 
said Sir Michael, were an impedi- 
ment to effective intellectual’ work. 
Some of the raw material delivered 
to the Univeraities was inaufficient- 
ly trained for the sort of work which: 
the University student ought to 
undertake. “You can drench a 
country,” ne said, “with too strong 
a dose of B.A.’s.”

In the five years 1921-1926, the 
population of Paris decreased by 
35,043, whereas that of the De- 
partment of the Seine increased 
by 216,946. In 1926 the Depart- 
ment of the Seine had 4,528,637 
inhabitants, of whom 2,871,429 
were in Paris, ‘The suburbs of 
Paris, however, arc not all in the 
Department of the Seine All 
the western suburbs are in Seine- 
et-Oise and, according to the 
Intransigeant,, the census of 
March 8 showed that the popula- 
tion of the Department had in- 
creased since 1921 by about 
250,000. In 1926 it was 
1,187,524, ~ ‘ 

The communications between 
Paris and many of the suburbs, 
although they have been improv- 
ed during the last few'years, are 
still very unsatisfactory, and the 
multiplicity of local authorities 
is an obstacle to many necessary 
improvements. « _ . 

The inclusion of a “Greater 
Paris” in'the capital, after the 
example of ‘London and Berlin, 
which has been talked about fo> 
many years.has now become an 
urgent necessity. When the 
syburbs have been united with 
Paris under a single municipal 
authority, Paris, will consist of 
the whole Department of the 
Seine-et-Oise, and will have a 
population of something like 
5,500,000.

TURNING THE GAME 


THE NEW 


“Turning the game inside out” 
is the old professional’s comment 
on the newest of the galf theories 
—the swing from inside to out. 

A number of players with whom | 
I have discussed the “inside-out” 
swing have said. incisively that 
this sort of thing makes too deep 
a subject for them. Most of them 
said that they did not know whe- 
‘ther, in their own swing, the club- 
head came to the ball from the in-| 
side or the outside. - 

The attitude that the “Inside- | 
out” theory is toa deep is not one 
that sits happily on the golfer. 

Golf is a game more discussed: 
by its devotees than:any other. 
The reason for this ia that the, 
swing is everything—or nearly 
everything. A player who has an 
effective awing, and the will-to-win 
behind it, must go a long way. 

Experts have always held that 
the club-head should travel up 
then: down again in the line of 
flight or the ball. 

Tendency of the Swing. 

That is to say, it should came 
neither from the outside in nor 
from the inside out, but straight | 
en, In actual practice, there must 
always be a slight tendency in one 


direction or the other. With the 
majority of expert players the ten- 
dency of the swing is fram the out- 
side In. There is the slightest 
possible cut; the ball goes out a 
little to the left, and then drifts 
back to the right. 

The method of the devotee of the 
“inside-out” theory is the opposite. 

He takes the club back a little 
behind the intended line of flight, 
and hits. out across it as the ball 
is renched. In’an {ron shot made 
in this way the divot would fly to 
the right. The effect on thé ball 
is ta send it out to the tight and 
bring it back to the left, where it 
runs further than it would if’ hit 
from the “outside In.” 

Golfers know how a alice can 
take length from the drive. “In- 
side-out” adds a spin to the ball

So..much for the theory. 

Many golfers—as must be ex- 
pected—deny it absolutely. 

Harry Cotton in the Van, 

Harry Cotton, leader of the 
younger schoal of ‘professionals, 
stands boldly in the van of the 
inside-out movement. 

George Duncan and J. H. Taylor 
are two who will have none of it. 
They say it is unsound in theory 
and next ta impossible in practice, 

When such experts differ, the 
club golfer is left to make his 
cholce~—he can Hine uf with the 
moderns or remain with the em- 
pirical school. ‘One interesting 
fact is that the novice to golf, ‘as- 
suming that he has had no train- 
ing, takes back his club as though 
he were going to hit from the in- 
side out, then swings. vigorously 
across the line of flight long be 
fore the ball is reached, and comes 
cn heavily from the outside in. 

That is ao typical “natural” 
swing—not all beginners do this, 
but the majority do. 

Unlike The Vardon Swing. 

Such a swing bears no resem- 
blance cither to the inside-out 
swing or to the Vardon swing. 
The golfer who is to acquire ao 
swing at all must first practise 
taking the club-head back. along 
the line of flight of the ball. Since 
it is {impossible for the inex- 
perienced player te know exactly 
what he does in this respect, with- 
out having a professional of ex- 
perience to stand by and tel] him, 
he should put himself into the 
hands of the professional and de- 
vote himself in all his early at- 
tempts to getting to know just 
exactly what is the “Iine of flight 
of the ball.” 

Only then can he decide’ whe- 
ther to hit from inside it or out« 
side it. . 
The Certain Way. 

Undoubtedly the certain way ta 
take ‘the “club-head ‘back along the 
intended line of flight of the ball 
is to begin the pivot by setting the 
left hip in position. Then keep the 
left arm straight as you take the - 
club back, ~ ae 

In beginning the downward 
swing, the way to be sure of keep- 
ing to the groove is to keep the 
right hand out and pull downwards 
entirely with the left hand. 

Your right hand comes in at the

Dress the doll in a little white 
magyar blouse, with a_ blac’ 
velvet over-bodice, like the one in 
the picture. Tie a string of red 
beads round the neck to conceal 
the join, cover the head with 
yellow wool for hair, and attach 
a wool plait each side. You can 
also fold an oblmg of stiff white 
muslin over the head, to suggest 
the winged cap Dutch girls wear. 
Now you are ready to make 
the skirts, which form the bag 
for your nightdress, Diagram A 
shows you how this bag, which 
should be about eighteen inches 
wide and fourteen inches deep, is 
joined to the body.

Make a 
casing round the top, thread a 
tape through this, place the doll’s 
body in position, and stitch it 
firmly to the back. of the bag.
